^r'HESE  h  nil  dings  were 
-*■  erected  in  1882,  front 
on  Parliament  Square, 
Frcdericton,  and  overlook 
the  river.  The  buildings, 
Library  and  Mviseum,  con- 
tain many  valuable  and 
interesting  documents  and 
specimens.  The  Museum 
contains  a  complete  set  of 
specimens  of  the  wild  ani- 
inals  and  birds  of  the  country. 


■WILMOT    PARK 


n^HE  chief  recreation 
-'-  ground  of  Fredcricton, 
with  an  area  of  thirty 
acres,  located  at  the  west  end 
of  the  city.  This  park  was 
donated  to  the  city,  and  en- 
dowed by  the  late  Edward  H. 
Wilmot,  for  many  years 
Registrar  of  the  University 
of  New  Brunswick . 


^'pHE  official  residence  of 
•'  the  Officers  in  charge  of 
the  Royal  Canadian 
Regiment  of  Infantry,  a 
branch  of  the  permanent 
force  of  Canada,  stationed 
at  Fredericton.  These  build- 
ings were  erected  eighty  years 
ago  and  are  located  in  the 
centre  of  the  city  fronting 
upon  the  river. 


UNIVERSITY  OF 
NEAV  BRUNSWICK 


TTPON  the  hillside  behind 
*-^  the  city,  was  founded  in 
1800  by  Royal  Charter. 
Known  as  "Kings  College" 
from  1825  to  1859,  when  it 
was  given  its  present  status 
and  name.  It  is  the  head  of 
the  pidilic  school  system,  of 
the  Province. 
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ICE    JAM 


n^HIS  picture  shows  a 
-*■  freshet  freak  of  the  ice 
run  in  the  Saint  John 
River  in  the  spring  of  1887, 
when  this  immense  jain  was 
piled  up  at  the  Saint  Mary's 
end  of  the  highway  bridge. 
The  river,  filled  with  ice,  is 
running  bank  high  and  over 
a  mile  wide.  Fredericton 
shows  in  the  distance.

^HHE  view  looks  out  of  the 
'-  mouth  of  this  beautiful 
stream  towards  Frcd- 
ericton,  in  the  distance,  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  river.

U/IELDERS  of  the  big 
'^  two  handed  sahnon  rod 
whipping  pool  at  Hartt's 
Island,  Saint  John  River, 
near  Fredericton,  New 
Brunswick,  where  salmon 
were  taken  with  the  fly  in  the 
year  1905  for  the  first  time. 
The  fishing  is  free  to  all. 


MARYSVILLE 


n^HE  principal  suburb  of 
-'-  Frcdericton,  population 
2500,  founded  and  built 
by  Alex.  Gibson,  the  history 
of  whose  life  from  a  poor  boy 
at  Leprcaiix,  to  the  lumber 
king  and  chief  cotton  manu- 
facturer of  Eastern  Canada, 
reads  like  a  romance.  This 
town  contained  the  largest 
cotton  mill  in  Canada,  sev- 
eral lutnber  mills  and  lath 
and  shingle  mills,  and  is 
beautifully  situated  on  the 
Nashwaak  River  three  miles 
from  Fredericton. 


THE 
CATHEDRAL 


<  <  'T^HE  first  cathedral  of  the 
^  English  Church  built 
since  the  Reformation. 
The  first  cathedral  founda- 
tion on  English  soil  since  the 
Norman  Conquest."  {Very 
Rev.  Dean  Partridge.)  Cor- 
ner stone  laid  October  15, 
1845,  consecrated  in  1853. 
The  tower  contains  a  chime 
of  eight  bells  adopted  from 
Trinity  Church,  New  York, 
the  tenor  weighing  2,800 
pounds.

hills.  The  farthest  bluff  on 
the  right  is  known  as  '  'Boar's 
Head." 
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J7R0M  Fredericton  to  Shcf- 
field,  twenty  miles  down, 
the  river  winds  through 
a  broad  intervale,  among  nu- 
merous islands,  bordered  by 
rows  of  elm  and  maple  trees. 
One  of  the  wealthiest  agri- 
cultural districts  in  the  prov- 
ince, first  settled  by  British 
refugees  in  1783. 


OROMOCTO 


pORMERLY  a  centre  for 
lumbering  and  ship 
building,  is  ten  miles 
below  Fredericton,  now  an 
attractive  summer  resort. 
The  river  of  the  same  nam,e 
flows  peacefully  through 
twenty  miles  or  more  of 
scented  meadow,  lake  and 
grove,  where  duck  and  deer 
are  plentiful.  For  canoeing 
its  waters  are  unsurpassed. 


''PHIS  cut  shows  the  outfall 
■'-  of  the  stream  through  the 
"Gorge"  into  the  River 
Saint  John,  forty  miles  above 
Fredericton.  The  falls  are 
seen  in  the  distance.  The 
headwaters  of  this  stream., 
famous  for  trout  fishing,  flow 
through  a  country  of  forest 
lands  where  deer,  moose  and 
bear  arc  plentiful  and  wild 
fowl  abound.

/^■V  the  Saint  John  River  a 
few  miles  beloiv  Wood- 
stock. The  cut  is  of 
a  vacation  canoe  party  on  a 
tenting  trip  from  Grand  Falls 
to  Fredericton,  an  ideal 
cruise,  of  one  hundred  and 
tzventy-five  miles,  for  a  sum- 
mer outing.

The  view  shown  is  near  the 
mouth  where  the  river  rushes 
through  a  narrow  gorge  for 
about  two  miles  before  empty- 
ing itself  into  the  Saint  John. 


GRAND     FALLS 


(^NE  hundred  and  twenty- 
jour  miles  above  Fred- 
cricton.  Here  the  River 
Saint  John  plunges  over  a 
precipice  of  ninety  feet  and 
rushes  through  a  rugged 
gorge  which  seems  to  have 
been  torn  asunder  by  some 
convulsion  of  nature.  The 
cataract  and  rapids  are  only 
surpassed  in  Canada  by 
Niagara.  From  this  point 
to  Fredericton  makes  a  de- 
lightful canoe  trip. 


EDMUNDSTON 


n^HE  principal  town  in 
-'-  M  adawaska  County, 
one  hundred  and  sixty 
miles  above  Frcdericton  on 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way. The  cut  shows  the 
function  of  the  Madawaska 
River  with  the  waters  of  the 
Saint  John.  The  inhab- 
itants of  this  district  are 
largely  of  French  descent. 
Salmon,  trout,  moose  and 
deer. 


CHA.THAM 


/j  PROSPEROUS  and 
-^^  growing  town  on  the 
Miramichi.  Fish,  lum- 
ber and  pulp  are  its  chief  in- 
dustries. Hon.  J .  B.  Snow- 
hall,  Lieutenant  Governor, 
and  Hon.  L.  J.  Tweedie, 
Premier  of  the  Province,  both 
reside  in  Chatham.  The  In- 
tercolonial Railway  follows 
the  Miramichi  and  Nash- 
waak  rivers  from  Chatham 
to  Fredericton.
